science. Three carloads of pure 
bred stock are carried. Instruc- 
tion is given in breed types, 
feeding, breeding,. care and 
management of live stock. The 
growing, judging and grading 
of grains, soil cultivation, nox- 
ious weeds, grasses and fodder 
crops are also takenup. Samp- 
les of grains and weeds are used 
for demonstration. The “hous- 
ing,” “feeding,” “hatching” and 
“rearing” of poultry is dealt 
with by experts. Instructions 
in dairying covers the subject 
from the production of milk to 
the marketing of the finished 
product with farm dairy ma- 
chinery in operation, 

The domestic branch of the 
work is conducted by Miss Gy 
Stivens, a graduate of McDon- 
ald’s Institute, 
Practical demonstrations are 
given in the preparation and 
cooking of all kinds of meats

mon—i. e., that no single acid known 
will dissolve them. It takes a combi- 
nation of nitric and muriatic acids te 


| get either of these two metals In solu- 


tion. Silver, on the other hand, is 
readily soluble in nitric acid. No one 
ever thought of testing a nitric acid 
solution of silver for the presence of 
platinun: because of the theory, sound 
as religion, that platinum could not be 
dissolved by nitric acid. Therefore, it 
was argued, if there wasn't enough 
silver in the solution to make it worth 
while to extract it, then, of conrse, 
there could not be any platinum, so 
into the sewer it went. 

The professors began to experiment. 
At the first step they uncovered the 
dusky gentleman in the wood pile. 
They discovered a curious fact—name- 
ly. that, while platinum alone was not 
soluble in nitric acid, some of its al- 
loys with silver were soluble. Tor 
instance, a composition of 5 per cent 


for De Wint's friends to make their) Dwtinum in silver is readily soluble. 


Right there was the clew leading to the 
discovery that for years out of mem- 
ory untold quantities of the precious 
metal, essential above all others In 
electrical manufactures, had been run- 
ning into the sewer. All solutions were 
earefully tested. Salts of fron were 
added, precipitates supposedly of silver 
Were analyzed, and since then plati- 
num at tho rate of $5,000 a montb has 
been offered for sale by Uncle Sam. 

It is interesting to trace (he sources 
of this gold in that the facts suggest 
that sooner or later deposits of plati- 
num in large quantities are going to 
be found. Little of the gold coming 
from the western United states and 
Alaska contains platinum, It is found 
almost entirely in the gold mined in 
Mexico and South America, Gold from 


these districts is coming in larger 
quantities year after year. It is found, 
for instance, in what is popularly 


known as Guinea gold. Guinea gold 
has a peculiar luster all its own. 1t is 
highly prized in the jewelry trade for 
this same peculiar color. 

There are vast reaches of wilderness 
in South America that, filled with 
mjasmic swamps and lurid savages 
armed with polsoned arrows, have so 
far resisted the advance of the white 
map. It seems not too much to expect 
that sooner or later, when these dis- 
tricts are exploited, platinum in large 
quantities wlll be discovered. Some 
Bret Ilarte is probably a-borving now 
to sing the romance of Patinum gulch. 
The romance of gold is founded on the 
consideration of $20.67 an 
ounce, which the governments of the 
earth have decreed must be its price 
now and for evermore. They will 
have to build a second story exten- 
sion on the romance of the metal that 
is worth twice as much as gold. 

Now that Uncle Sam Its finding this 
mine of platinum ip the supposedly un- 
alloyed bars that the big redning com- 
panies are sending in from thelr smelt. 
ers, the interesting question is arising, 
Who owns the platinum, Uncle Sam or 
the refineries? Uncie Sam bought their 
gold, refined it cor them at cost and 
paid them dollar for dollar out of his 
pocket. Actually he was out on the 
transaction.

If Uncle Sam can help out 
his payroll with platinum residues 
there is no reason why a privately con- 
ducted smelter cannot do the same 
thing. So the electrical method ef re 
fining {9 coming more and more inte 
use, and the highbrow professors tn 
the mints who have been searching for 
platinum have discovered that the 
smelter bars sent in for coinage are al 
most 100 per cent fine, without so mck 
as a smell of platinum in them.

The City Meat Market, whose 
ad, appears below, has been do- 
ing business in Mirror for the 
past six months, and during 
that period, under the able 
management of Beamish & Co., 
have built up atrade that prom- 
ises to Outgrow their present, 
quarters, short description 
of the premises will not be out 
of the way, and visitors and 
customers will find the shop a 
model in all that goes to make 
up a high-class meat market : 

A 14-foot counter with marble 
top extends across the shop ; 


four counter-stools are placed 
in front for the accommodation 
of customers. On the side wall 
is a 4-rail rack eighteen feet 
long, and on the opposite wall 
a 3-rail rack twenty feet long. 
Behind the counter are themeat 
blocks, one being a solid syea- 
more block 42 inches wide, and 
the other a maple block of the 
same width. A large refriger- 
ator 8x12x12 feet is situated at 
the back of the shop, the ice box 
being large enough tohold three 
tons of ice at one time. A sau- 
sage machine and buffalo chop- 
per, witha 3 h.p. gasoline en- 
gine are in a room at the rear. 
An ice house in which nearly 


one hundred tons of ice has 
been stored, and a smoke house 
are located near the main build- 
ing. Beamish & Co. manufac- 
ture all kinds of sausages, bol- 
ogna, ete. besides curing all 
ham and bacon sold in their 


shop. 

The establishment is one of 
most up-to-date to be found 
anywhere, and very few shops 
in the big cities can compare 
with it in fixtures and cleanli- 
ness.
